OIHelni Hllence Oraws Curtain 
From 4inder the curtain of official 
alienee, drawn oloaely over every 
move today, came various indications

It was undis- 
puted that the government would not 
permit Germany'a announcement to 
stand without challenge. 

But whether President Wilson's an- 
swer will be a solemn warnlnt; or a 
break In diplomatic relations If Ger 
many's campaign of ruthlessncss Is 
carried into eseoutton. remained un- 
discloaed. 

White Houae offlclais and Secretary 
tensing followed the same courRe 
they have ad()iite<l on previous occa- 
sions when a communication had been 
dispatched to Berlin, and they were 
awaiting its receipt In the German 
apltal before making any announce- 
ment In this country. It was a eoiirsi 
of alisoluto Hlleiice, of tint refusal lo 
disclose any Information whatever 
to discuss the suh})?ct in any way, or 
to answer any inquirlea upon It 

All the day'a development! followed 
this same course, which has become 
familiar to close ol)8ervpr.s of the pro- 
cedure of the admlnlalratlon when It 
Is dealing with a foreign crisis. 
.Ma lio Before Congress 
It wai stated that the President had 
made no arrangement for going be- 
fore Congreaa but It waa eonaldered 
i)ossii)i(< that he might deoldo to adopt 
this step at any time, 

I'ubllc opinion in this country la be- 
ing carefully eonaldered not ao much 
as a decisive force, but aa indicating 
the limit of the first atepa to be taken. 
The offlctala realiie that a aevere men- 
tal wrench must be experienced to 
turn public thought from hope of 
peace to the eventnalitiei of Ger- 
many's action. 

There apparently la no division In 
offloial opinion that Germany's an- 
nouncement Justifies this country in 
severlMK' di!)loniatlc relations or tak- 
ing bellUerent steps to safeguard 
American rights. The complete re- 
pudiation of all Germany's pledges in 
the 8naa«i eaa^ la viewed as an open 
threat made in full conalderatlon and 
in utter disregard of all that may fol- 
low. 

rrerlous cases merely have In- 
volved Isolated Instances for which 
apology or reparation oould be oiter- 
ed or • new annonneoment Which 
could be modified without admiaslon 
of defeat. The present la regarded as 
representing a mature policy, made in 
full consideration that it will cost the 
friendship, if not the neutrality of the 
United States and probably other neu- 
trala.. 

Preparations arc now known to 
have been under way in Germany for 
months and the Information allowed, 
to pass the censorship to have been 
entirely misleading. Bethmann Hoii- 
weg's speech today ia Interpreted as 
diaproving atatamnta allowed to 
come to thia country that the chancel- 
lor was oppoaed to unrestricted sub- 
marine operations. 

The fact sUnds out that ofllcial Ger- 
many has held off from such a policy, 
not because of International biw or 
oonaldoratlon tor the United Mates 
but because she did not (o«l it ai- 
pedlent at an early time.

Thoy 8«y that they £eur we art' 
about to be diuwu into war. 

Mr. Wilson soums to liave a passion for cryptic phrasiu indicat- 
ing alnriu. \Vi' ri'cull his ii(iiiii>nitioii whi-n lie was (IcmiiinliiiK that 
congress repeal the Tauumu canal toll act. "1 do not kii iw liow I 
si»n lae able to deal with matters of neirer import"— or some such 
words. 

That WHS a long time ago. it was a note of alHi-in. Something 
threatened th(; United States. The dkhger might be averted by an 
act of congress. The prcsulcnt was snpported by congn'ss. Pre 
sumably the danger passed away, but it was there, he suid. Wiuil it 
was we do not know. The president never explained what he meant 

This M-as the beginning of the snuiidiiiR of alarms. Tlu rc m-vci 
is any rositation in Washington in making the most outspoken state- 
ments of fear. Tiie president demanded that tiie immigration bill b( 
chani;od to avoid offending Japan. The administration was alarmed 
then. 

The administration was alarmed by Mexico. It was so alarmed 
that ia ordered the mohilization of the national guard and thereby 
destroyed our second line of defense. 

We have been' frightened by Germany, by Japan, by Mexico. 
Washington seems to live in an atmosphere of fear and to he willing 
to^give this'fear rhetorical expression. No newspaper could att'ord, 
for the sake of its own reputation, to be such an alarmist as the 
American government is. 

No other government in the world would authorize such state- 
ments as come out of Washington. In other nations, big or little. 
Bueh utterances have serious import. If made they would prepare 
•every citizen for peril. 

For nearly four years Mr. Wilson has been snjnng that periU 
were near. In two years the United States could have organized an 
eff-'otive army. In one year, under universal service, if eon!.! hnv* 
supplied itself with a lari;e force fairly well disciplined and trained, 
a force of citizens. It could have supplied this army with t!ie ciinip 
mcnt it would need. In two years it could have made a brilliant he 
ginning ut strengthening the navy. 

Now the navy increments nre wholly on paper and the army is 
not even in the prclirninai-y legislative processes. 

That is o\ir condition, and the government is afraid that we arc 
very close to war with one of the two great military powers of the 
world— Germany. We- are rivals in the Pacific with the other- 
Japan. 

The administration talks but does not lead, does not plan, and

the 14-ineh. And in two eases the Americah' bids are for lotf- smaller 
than those specified by Hadfields. 

Following the recent withdrawal of |100,00U,000 worth of British 
munition eontraets from American producers and the award ot 
$300,000,000 to i>400,000,000 worth more to Canadian instead of 
Amnriean firms, the present appearance of Hadfields in th* United

The sales at the various houaes yes- 
terday were very heavy and a large 
amount of tbe weed was reported 
sold. The bidding waa vary spirited 
on the part of the buyera and much 
of the tobacco brongbt fftnoy prloea. 
A total of 972,165 pounds waa dla- 
posed of. Tho Growers, I.llterty, Peo- 
ples, Home and Farmers and Plant- 
ers reported sales. The prices 
paid (or tobacco ranged from |8 to 
|?6 per hundred pounda. the latter 
price being paid for a baaket at the 
Farmers and Planters, Messrs. J. 1.. 
and F. ThomaH of Dover being the 
growers. 

Yesterday's sales were the best of 
the seaaon on thla market The aver- 
age for the day waa the hlgheat ever 
known on this market before, al- 
though it did not quite reach |18 per 
hundred pounds. There were very 
few rejections at any of the houses. 
A report was circulated yesterday af- 
ternoon that the market had fallen off 
on account of the declaration of a 
blockade on Bngland, but this proved 
false. 

The best average of the season for 
any house was made at the Growers 
yesterday, when 123,816 pounds of to- 
bacco sold at an average of f20.09. 
This is a record breaker for this mar- 
ket and certainly is some average. 
The prices paid at this house ranged 
from $11.50 to $60 per hvnrired 
pounds. 

There will be no sales on the local 
market until Ho&day on account of 
the fact that the redrying plants are 
choked and cannot take care of the 
vast amount of tobacoo aa faat aa It 
Is being sold. 

This is the second time this season 
the houses have been compelled to de- 
clare a day's vacation in order to al- 
low the dedryers to catch up. 'llie 
Hrst sales Monday will be hold In the 
Ct iUral and Amazon houses.
